the farm of W. E. Wright in Mitch­ 
ell county, Iowa. 
This house, 
a 
double quonset 
measuring 60 by 220 feet, is heated 
by hot 
water 
which 
circulates 
through copper tubing imbedded in 
concrete floor slabs. 
The radiant heated floor is di- 
, enabling the 
temperature of each zone to be reg­ 
ulated independently. The tempera­ 
ture usually is kept between 50 
and 70 degrees in the winter. About 
3,500 breeder hens, or 20,000 poults 
can be housed in the building and 
can be cared for by three men. 
Water for the system is heated 
by an oil burner in a room on the 
south side of the structure. Supple­ 
mentary unit heaters are used when 
required during 
extremely 
cold 
weather. 
The story of the radiant heating 
system used in the turkey house 
described was carried in the Amer­ 
ican Builder magazine. 


In the Landscaping part of 
the program there were 14 out­ 
door living rooms arranged or 
furnished, and 31 pieces of re­ 
creation equipment 
added.
